evening.” Hein failed to men- 
tion that the Senate first “lifted-

McClurg said in a Tuesday 
interview, “It was my under- 
standing that the new fine 
schedule would go into effect 
when the new tickets arrived. | 
thought this whole thing was 
taken care of a month ago.” 


The Gateway in a page one 
story Aug. 29, revealed that the 
new set of penalties would go 
into effect when the new tickets 
arrived.

Financial Aid Funds Up 


While other universities in the 
Midwest have had _ their 
financial aid drastically cut, the 
UNO Financial Aids Office has 
been appropriated more money 
than ever. 


. Don. Roddy,. Financial Aids ... 


director,. has reported that 
about $1,200,000 is available to 
UNO students this year. The 


money comes from several pro- 


grams. Among them are: 

In scholarships, about 
$250,000 is available, most 
awarded on a merit basis. 
included'are Regents, Ak-Sar- 
Ben,. University Honors and 
Goodrich scholarships, and 
many presented by individuals. 

The National Direct Student 
Loan program consists of 
Federal funds giving UNO 
$350,000 in lending power this 
year. About $300,000 already 
has been, awarded to appli- 
cants demonstrating need 
according to federal guidelines. 

Education Opportunity 
grants are federal funds total- 
ing $113,000 which provide 
individual students with “gift 
money” of $200 to $1,500 per 
academic year. 

University Tuition grants 
come from a state-~supported 
program, now totaling $50,000, 
which helps supplement

“resources of students with 
demonstrated financial need. 
The Law Enforcement Educa- 
tion program includes $220,000 
tentatively awarded to UNO in 
federal funds. A student em- 
:in,. or on 
absence from, a position in the 
criminal justice field may get a 


grant for tuition, fees and

Federal work-study funds 


totaling $188,000 are also avail- 
able. Funds pay 80 per cent 
(employers pay 20 per cent) of 
salaries of part-time student 
workers at UNO and at non- 
profit community agencies. 

While many students were 
forced to quit school at UNO’s 
sister campus in Lincoln, Roddy 
said, “We are sitting in a better 
position than ever before.” 

Roddy also said that stu- 
dents who applied for, but have 
not received, financial help this 
semester may get a second 
chance when he checks to see 
what scholarships are not being 
used by their recipients. 

Though Financial Aids isn't 
accepting any more applica- 
tions for help for first semester, 
Roddy ~ has . announced that 
those wishing second semester 
aid should apply between Oct. 1 
and Nov. 15.

UNL Grade System | 
Opposed by Faculty 


A Student Senate resolution which would switch UNO to an 
eight-point. grading system may run into some opposition at-next 
Wednesday's Faculty Senate meeting. 

The Faculty Senate's Student Affairs Committee has drafted a 
counter proposal urging Chancellor Roskens to reject the student 
request. The committee’s resolution will be reviewed and voted 
upon at the Wednesday gathering. 

The eight-point system, which is currently in use at UNL, 
would add pluses to the already existing letter grades. 

_ Charles Gildersleeve of the Geography and Geology Depart- 
ment was the sponsor of the proposal. Gildersleeve said earlier this 
week thathe “doesn't care” whether his measure passes, and called 
his action, “a devise to get it on the Senate floor.” 

Saying, “I'm split down the middle,” Gildersieeve did provide 
some rationale for why the faculty might oppose the change. First 
he questioned, “Why change a system which is used at most of the 
colleges and universities across the nation?” He also noted that 
many faculty would be against the measure just because “it's 


following the lead of Lincoln”. 


Two oiher points were brought up by the Instructor. He sald a 
student's GPA would have to be re-figured If he ever entered grad- 
uate school and the move “might be looked upon as a way to water 
down our very high undergraduate status at this institution.” He 
continued, “We're a growing university and we have to establish 


our reputation.” 


Gildersleeve does see at least one positive aspect of the plus 
system. He said, “It sure does make playing God at the end of the 


semester a helluva lot easier.” 


Students Look Into 
City Problem Areas 


Second-year students’ in 
UNO's Goodrich Scholarship 
Program are this semester 
investigating three areas of 
social concern in the city of 
Omaha. 


90-Student Program 

The 90 students are divided 
into groups which will study the 
areas and propose solutions to 
any problems which might be 
found, according to Dr. Franklin 
Zweig, a consultant to the 
Goodrich programn and one of 
the organizers of the investi- 
gating program. 


The juvenile court system, 
police grievance proceedings, 
and unemployment and 
economic development are the 
topics under study by the stu- 
dents as part of a six-hour year- 
long curriculum in social 
studies. 


Zweig said the groups, each 
headed by a Goodrich faculty 
member, will interview city 
government officials, do door- 
to-door sampling and make 
public surveys in their study of 
each area. 

Zweig, a professor of social 
studies at the State University of 
New York at Buffalo, said each 
group will present their con- 
clusions and proposed solu- 
tions to any problems they find 
after studying and discussing 
the results of their investiga- 
tions. 

Play Planned 
The group investigating the 


- juvenile court system plans to 


write and present a play with its 
information in it. . 
A “white paper” will be pre- 
sented by the group studying 
police grievance proceedings, 
and a film documentary con-

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Art Expert to Talk 


Tonight at 8 p.m., Adm. 389, 
Dr. Charles D. Cuttler, Pro- 
fessor of Art History at the 
University of lowa will present a 
slide illustrated lecture on the 
fifteenth-century Flemish 
painter, Hieronymous Bosch. 
The UNO art department has 
invited Dr. Cuttler to this 
campus as a part of its gaflery 
program. 

Or. Cuttler is an in- 
ternationally recognized ex- 
pert on Bosch and on the 
Northern Renaissance period of 
art history. He is the author of 
the textbook Northern Painting 
and of numerous articles on 
Bosch and other Northern 
painters. He has received 
numerous research grants .in- 
cluding a Carnegie Fellowship 


to the University of Paris anda 
Fulbright fellowship for re- 
search in Brussels. 

Bosch’s moralizing paintings 
are filled with metamorphic 
monsters, beasts and com- 
posite creatures based upon 
then popular beastiaries, minia- 
ture paintings and graphics and 
upon his own fertile and pro- 
lific imagination. Although the 
“modern” viewer tends to see 
surrealistic elements in Bosch’s 
work, his use of contem- 
poraneous sources plus a 
didactic content made him a 
most medieval artist. His 
painterly condemnations — of 
man's folly and appetites were 
well-received during his: time 
and he was commissioned to do 
work by princely patrons.

Anyway, when someone decided to urinate in the desert one 
day, traveling out miles so no one would see, he washed the sand of 
centuries off the Frozen Footprint, whose shoe tread indicates that 
in 4850 B.C.E. (British Century Estimate) the Murths invaded what 
is now known as Libido, south of the Mediterranean.

We know this because of the balmy climate of the area, though 
all records were burned when the great wave of Sloths descended

This writing, incidentally, recorded the main incidents thatthe 
Great Ruler measured as being important. Since the Great Ruler's 
reign was marked by nothing of importance, these records are, of 
course, incidental. 

These records were recorded in two manners: string would be 
used to form the characters and imbedded into the clay.

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Russel's The Devils' Not for Weak-Stomached 


SPO is shwoing X-rated movies—at least for tonight. The 
Devils, directed by Ken Russel, combines 17th century religious 
upheaval with sexual obsession. 

The movie begins and ends with a somewhat cistorted view of 
things, despite the true basis for the story. It relates the corruptness 
and power thirst of Cardinal Richelieu (Christopher Logue) and 
how it affected the independent French village of Loudon. 

Richelieu is the real strength behind the French throne and 
uses his zealous anti-Huguenot faith as a front to force the king 
agalnst all towns with fortresses. 

Without the king’s permission, he sends Baron de 
Laubardment (Dudley Sutton) into Loudon to destroy the city’s 
fortifications. 

A worldly priest by the name of Father Grandier (Oliver Reed) 
halts the destruction temporarily and wins the town’s favor. 

In the meantime, Grandier iflicitly marries a young girl named — 
Madeliene (Gemma Jones). An Ursaline Mother Superior in a 
nearby convent (Vanessa Redgrave) has been fantacising about 
the good father and herself for some time. 

When she hears of the mock marriage, her jeatous frenzy . 
causes her to fell the convent confessor that Grandier has 
debauched her. This act, she claims, has left her possessed by 


. devils. 


The confessor, Father Mignon, heads straight for 
Laubardemont with the information, as he too has bitter feelings 
about the priest's’ popularity with the. female portion of the 
congregation. The French officer is elated as this is the break he’s 
needed to destroy the town’s faith in the priest as a savior as wellas 


Segal Hits Bottom In Comedy 


Remember the glamorous romantic comedies of the 1930's 
and '40's? Director Melvin Frank has; his admiration for the form 
prompted him to produce, direct and write A Touch of Class (Q 
Cinema 4). ! 

It’s all about a young American junior executive in London who 
likes to arrange clandestine, unshackled affairs whenever his wife 
and kids are out of town. Given an opportunity to act by virtue of the 
initial condition being met, Steve Blackburn (George Segal), 
during the very first scene, puts the make on a divorced plagiarist 
dress designer, Vickie Allessio (Glenda Jackson). 

Sex in Malaga 

After a pear of introductory meetings, they discover the only 
thing they have in common are itchy groins—so they prepare 
immediately to embark upon a week of unfettered sex in Malaga, 
Spain, in full view of Gibralter. _ 

Thereupon develops a continuing set of above and beneath- 
the-surtace battles in airports, autos, bedrooms and restaurants, 
updating the screen classics these scenes were lifted from with 
braless semi-exposure and a liberal sprinkling of contemporary 
obscenity. ‘ 

By the end of their stay in a sleazy Malagian.hotel, they have 
fallen in love according to schedule—but only after she has 
humiliated his masculinity and he has raped hers. Thus another 
burning love affair is ignited. ae 

Whorehouse Apartment : 

Upon their return to London, the infatuees obtain a 
surreptitious apartment in a Soho whorehouse. This is but the best 
example of Frank’s use of symbolism. Blackburn commences 
existence as the double man—half husband and father, half satyr, 
in a series of logically impossible ruses laid upon both Vicki and his 
wife Gloria (Hildegard Nei). For example, Blackburn finds time for 
a speed-ball between Beethoven movements. —. ‘ 

To Steve's good fortune, Gloria is a plain dupe. Vickie, how- 
ever, soon realizes what she has been getting at night and be- 
comes increasingly bitter throughout the film. She expresses this 
by swearing more fervently. Finally, when in sort of a pickle, sh 
asks a whore for oregano. This marks her low point. 

Movie Low for Actors 

A Touch of Class is also a low point for both Jackson and 
Segal. Each gives the worst performances | have seen either 
render, The abject mediocrity of the acting can be forgiven a 
smidgen in Sight of the bleached-out dialogue, clumsy blocking 
and pointless camerawork regurgitated from the films of yester- 
year. Director Frank is unable to confiscate these elements of 
romantic intrigues with verissimilitude, although Jack Rose must 
take half a demerit and a giant step backward for his cohabitation in 
the screenplay. 

Following the lovers uniquitously over the river and on 
streetcorners and golf courses, airports, et al, is the soundtrack by 
John Cameron. Sammy Cahn introduces lyrics to one of 
Cameron's melodies and a sharp wound to most musical sensi- 
bilities .. . sort of a weak Que sera, sera, and a fade-in to Glenda 
Jackson smoking a cigarette, Bette Davis’ style. 

Intended as an emulation and nostalgic memento, A Touch of 
Class is at best straightforwardly imitative and at worst 
embarrassing. Todd Simon

trated order are publicly exorcised by a priest who supposedly 
knows about such things.

Russel has made sensuality both amode and a madness in this 
movie. It is full of pain and suffering and as Grandier admits, “pain 
is sensuality.” Russel may be accused of overdoing his appeal to 
the senses. While the nuns are being cleansed of their supposed 
devils and demons, the audience is purged of its strength and 
energy. 

The converted Catholic director is most bitter in his criticism of 
the church in this period. He portrays Grandier as typical of the 
Just-loving, status-seeking clergymen of the time. 

David Munrow’s music adds much to the bizareness of the 
Russel scenario. The costumes and settings are ridiculously over- 
done but perhaps necessary for the audience to grasp the graphic 
story Russe! relates. 

The Devils is extremely fast-paced and though you may be 
offended by its poignancy and explicitness, you'll never be bored. 
The movie is tonight in the Eppley Center Auditorium at 7:30

On UNO Stadium

The installation of UNO’s new Astro-Turf is expected to be completed by 
the end of this week. ~ 

Other improvements to the UNO stadium include a rubberized asphalt 
track lights and eventually additional permanent seating. 

Athletic Director Clyde Biggers said, “Nothing has been doneto the stadium 
since 1949. Everything has changed since.” He went on to note that the turf has 
sparked interest in UNO’s athletic program. 

“There's an awful lot of interest in season tickets for next year,” said 
Athletic Business Manager Russ Baldwin. He also indicated that 600 reserved 
seats have already been sold for the first game on the turf, Nov. 17, against 
Wisconsin-Milwaukee. 

Additional bleachers will be brought in for the Wisconsin game according 
to Biggers. They will be “temporary” though as Biggers hopes some “type of 
permanent seating” will be eventually located at the other side of the stadium. 

Biggers said that no plans have been made on additional seating for next 
season, but bleachers may be leased or borrowed. 

He also pointed out that students and faculty will sit inthe main stadium, as 
in the past, around the 30-yard line. 

Other improvements that will be ready for the parents day crowd, on Nov. 
17, will be the rubberized asphalt track, and the new goal posts at either end’of 
the field. 

The lights, which were not expected to be ready for the Nov. 17 date with 
Wisconsin-Milwaukee, might be installed by Nov. 13 according to Peterson. 
The Wisconsin game has been scheduled for 1:30 p.m., however. 

Peterson said that if the light poles are delivered on time, there should be 
no problem in having them installed by Nov. 13. He indicated that, “Eighty light 
fixtures will be mounted on six poles. The lights will be 15,000 watt mercury 
vapor lamps.” 

Five of the six poles will be 250 feet high and positioned around the field. 
The sixth pole will be 40 feet tall and mounted on top of the field house. 

Biggers said that with the lights, the “field can be available from eight in the 
morning to ten at night.” He went on to stress that it will not just be an athletic 
field but a multi-purpose field. 

He sees it being used for physical education, intramurals, and recreational 
uses. According to Biggers, the field might be used for high school play-off 
games. 

It's no secret UNO will be glad to start playing on its new surface. Russ 
Baldwin stated, “There's nothing wrong with Rosenblatt, but it’s not our 
stadium. | think the campus stadium will be more comfortable for our fans”.
